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Arab ministers prolong meeting 

AMMAN. July 9 (JT) — Arab foreign and economy ministers’ 
tonight extended their extraordinary session of the .Arab 
Economic and Social Council still undecided about preferential 
oil prices for non-oil-producing states. By late Wednesday night, 
the. ministers were still hammering out details of political issues to 
be placed on the agenda of the Arab summit here in November. 
But they had agreed on an Arab economic strategy that is "simi- 
lar" to the plan proposed by Iraq, conference sources said. The 

ministers separated Wednesday morning into two working com- 
mittees, one of foreign ministers to discuss political issues and the 
other of economy ministers to formulate an Arab economic 
strategy. The economic plan agreed on by the committee contains 
no reference to oil. a delegate told the Jordan Times by telephone 
.from the sealed Holiday Inn. Facing a deadlock in the potidcal 
-committee, the oil question was put to an emergency session of the 
plenary conference, where debate was continuing late tonight.

85 new West Bank settlements in secret Israeli plan 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, July 9 
(R) — Israeli planners have drawn up 
a confidential programme to increase 
the Jewish presence in the occupied 


West Bank by establishing 85 new set- 
tlements there within the nevt five 
years, sources in the World Zionist 
Organisation said today. 


The plan was drawn up by Mr. 
Maiityahu Drobless. co-chairman 
of the organisation's settlement 
department which is responsible 
for setting up new Jewish outposts 
in occupied Arab territories. It 
was presented to the Israeli 
Cabinet in March. 

Il estimates thal by the end of 
1 985 the Jewish population of the 
West Bank will have increased 
from today’s 14.000 to between 
120,000 and 150,000. 


An earlier Orohlcss settlement 
plan, us reported in the Jordan 
Times last December 30. 
envisioned quadrupling the Jew- 
ish population on the West Bank 
to 59.000 Jews by 1983 by adding 
29 settlements. But the plan 
revealed today extends to 1985 
and is much more ambitious. 

Mr. DroWess's latest documenr. 
which was shown to a Reuter cor- 
respondent. sets out with the aid 
of a detailed map exactly where 


each of the settlements will be 
established, and whether they will 
be rural or urban settlements. It 
also charts a new road network 
which will be built to link the set- 
tlements. 

Prime Minister Mcnachem 
Begin, whose government has 
established 27 .settlements in ihe 
West Bank since coming to power 
in 1977, has said that Israel will 
build only 10 more settlements 
there. He said in newspaper inter-

Lebanese rightists seal 
victory by annexing rival 


BEIRUT, July 9 (AP) — 'Lebanon’s rightist 
National Liberal Party (NLP) has agreed to a 
takeover of its militia by the rival Falangist Party 
.after losing a two-day series of battles with the 
Falangists in which at least 75 persons were killed 
and more than 100 injured. 

An official NLP statement, read on privately 
owned radio stations in Beirut and published in 
the independent newspaper An Nahar, said NLP 
chieftain Mr. Camille Chamoun ordered his 
“.Tigers" militiamen to turn over their political 
offices and arms depots to the Falangists to“ avert 
fun her bloodshed.” 

The victory left the Falange in near total control 
of the 800-square mile Mount Lebanon enclave, 
.which many of the nation's 1.5 million Christians 
view as an autonomous homeland. 

It remained to be seen, however, whether the 
Falangist takeover and the newly emerged milit- 
ary strongman — 29-year-old Mr. Bashir Gem ay el 
would be accepted by the entire nation of three 
million, which is equally divided between Chris- 
tians and Muslims. 

M What happened was a first step to unifying the 
Lebanese Christian forces and creating a national 
police force ” a spokesman told reporters at an 
impromtu news conference in Falangist head- 
quarters. 

“This is a step which had to be taken to 
demilitarise the political parties and to depoliti- 
rise the militias,” said the spokesman, who 
'declined to be identified by name. 

He said the NLP militia, headed by Mr. Camille 
Chamoun’ s son Dany, had become " Dis- 
organised" and corrupt, using mercenaries and 


allowing its members to traffic in drugs. As a 
political party, the NLP would be allowed to 
remain, he added. 

The elder Chamoun and Mr. Gemayel’s father. 
Pierre, who is the head of the political branch of 
the Falangists, held a second day of meetings and 
reached agreement on merging all Christian 
militias, the Falangist-controlled" Voice of Leba- 
non" radio reported. 

Minor Christian militias joining, the new 
national home guard would be the Cedar Guards, 
the Tanzim (order) and the Maronite League, the 
spokesman said. 

Together, the Falange spokesman told repor- 
ters, the Christian forces could field an army of 
40,000 men "in times of emergency." 

He added "no military action Is planned" 
against the main Christian force remaining out- 
side the new united alignment, the Marada 
Brigade of former President Suleiman Franjieh. 
The two mi/tliasclas'hed in northern Lebanon ear- 
lier this week. 

Also outside the Falangist sphere of influence 
are the approximately 3,000 fighters of former 
Army Major Saad Haddad who controls a six- 
mile-deep strip along the 59-mile Israeli border. 

Mr. Chamoun’s talk with the Falangists were 
seen as an attempt to salvage the remaining influ- 
ence of the NLP after the fighting. 

The loss of three private Mediterranean har- 
bours north of Beirut, through which arms ship- 
ments were funnelled, was' the most telling Now 
for the "Tigers" and likely to prevent an immedi- 
ate comeback, observers said. 


views this was all that was 
required. 

But a source close to Mr. Drob- 
Jess said today that he saw no con- 
tradiction between Mr. Droblcss’s 
plan and the prime minister's 
statement. 

"Mr. Begin also spoke about 
the need to widen and thicken set- 
tlements. We build our set- 
tlements in clusters and obviously 
. ail of the existing clusters will be 
strengthened b\ adding new set- 
tlements to them. This is what we 
mean when we lulk about thic- 
kening settlements.” he said. 

Today’s settlement revelations 
come three days after it was 
reported that a large Jewish set- 
‘tlement is planned for northern 
Jerusalem on land now’ largely in 
private Arab hands. 

Mr. Drobless s plan calls for a 
new Israeli initiative to "create 
facts on the ground" in the light of 
negotiations on Palestinian aut- 
onomy between Israel, Egypt and 
the United States. The talks, to be 
resumed next week after a two- 
month break, have made almost 
no progress in more than a year. 

“We are now forced to run a 
race against time in the light of the 
autonomy negotiations,” Mr. 
Drobiess writes in his blueprint. 
"Now is the time for a determined 
and wide-ranging settlement 
initiative. It is important to stress, 
especially through deeds, that 
autonomy does not and shall not 
apply to the land but only to the 
Arab population." 

He goes on: "This must find 
expression first and foremost by 
the creation of facts on the land. 
We must settle the areas between 
and around Arab population con- 
centrations. By the side of each 
existing settlement, new set- 
tlements must be founded to cre- 
ate homogenous blocs. They will 
be linked and, as they develop, 
there could be specific cases of set- 
tlements merging." 

Of the S5 settlements proposed 
in the plan, two are to be urban 
settlements which will eventually 
grow into large towns. They are 
Eikana "B" and Kamei Shomron 
"C' both to be situated alongside . 
existing settlements. Ail the rest 
are rural settlements. 

Israel has already founded sev- 
eral urban developments in the 
West Bank. These include its two 
biggest settlements, Kirvat Arba 
just outside Hebron, and Ariel, a 
few kilometres southwest of Nab- 
lus. Kiryat Arba now has a popu- 
lation of about 3.500 and Ariel 

2.000, according to official esti- 
mates. 

A focus of Mr. Drobless’s plan 
is Nablus, the largest town in the 
West Bank with a population of 

60.000. Al the moment, only one 
Jewish settlement, Elon Moreh, 
has been established near the 
lowm. 

Mr. Drobless's plan calls for 15 
more to be set up, ringing Nablus 
with Jewish settlements. 

An important strategic theme of 
the blueprint is control of main 
roads in the area. Mr. Drobiess 
calls for two clusters of set- 
tlements to be built near the higb- 
-wav between Nablus and RamaJ- 
lah. grouped around the existing 
Jewish outposts of Shilo and Beit 
El near the main road. 

The main road westwards from 
Nablus to Kalkilya wfll have two 
more clusters and the southern 


highway from Jerusalem to Heb- 
ron will be guarded by the existing 
Etzion Bloc, to which Mr. Drob- 
lass's plan adds four new set- 
tlements. 

Three new clusters, to the east, 
south and west of Hebron will add 
18 new settlements to the south- 
-em sector of the West Bank. 

The Arab towns of Jenin and 
Jericho also will be ringed by new 
settlement blocs.

The source dose to Mr. Drob- 
iess said the cabinet had not voted 
on the plan and would not discuss 
it. "Each indiviual settlement has 
.to be appeoved by a ministerial 
committee and in cases of con- 
troversy the cabinet will deride," 


the source said. 

"But we have made a good 
start. The government has 
approved the firs/ seven already 
and work is beginning on them." 
he added. 

Mr. Drobiess presented his last 
blueprint to the cabinet in 
October 1978. It, too, was not dis- 
cussed but the settlement depart- 
ment has followed it closely in the 
last two years. 

Mr. Drobiess is a hardline 
member of Mr. Begin's Herat 
Pam'. His main ally in the cabinet 
has been the extreme right-wing 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sha- 
ron. 

It is not clear how much Israel 
intends to spend on its WesL Bank 
settlements. The official figure of 
the settlement budget for this 
year, given by the finance minis- 
try, is 600 million shekels (SI 2 
million), one and a half per cent of 
the state budget 

But Mr. Raanan Weitz, Mr. 
Drobless's co-chairman in the set- 
tlement department, charged 
today that the figure may be twice 
as much. 

Mr. Weitz. of the opposition 
Labour Party, opposes Mr. Drob- 
less’s policy of settling Jews near 
large Arab towns but admits he is 
powerless to change it. 

"They are spending much more 
than this budget," he said.

Iraq’s Hamadi does not anticipate war with Iran

AMMAN,, July 9 — Iraqi Foreign 
Minister Sa’doun Hamadi has 
declared that he does not rule out 
a deterioration of Iraq's relations* 
with Iran, although he does not^ 
expect the outbreak of war bet-* 
ween the two countries. 

Mr. Hamadi said that Sbatt Al 
Arab — the river formed by the 
■Tigris and Euphrates on the Iraq- 
Iran border — and its Arab islands 
are the main reasons for Iraq's dif- 
ferences with Tehran. He said Iraq 
seeks to keep the Gulf free from 
■ both: the ;Soviet and American 
spheres of influence, although 
there is joint Gulf action to deal 
with the question of Gulf sgcurity. 

In an interview with At Ra'i cor- 
respondent Badr Abdul Haq, Mr. 
.Hamadi, who is in Amman for the 
meetings of the Arab Economic 
and Social Council, said the 
deterioration of Iraq's relations 
with Iran was due to reasons winch 
had nothing -to do Iraq- He said 
Iraq did not make any territorial

claims on Iran or occupy any part 
of Iranian territory. 

■■Furthermore,” he said, “we in 
Iraq do not attempt to export our 
revolution to others. We also do 
not interfere in the affairs of 
others, while the Iranian regime is 
taking an opposite stand in this 
respect It is occupying the three 


Arab islands. Greater and Lesser 
Tunbs and Abu Musa. Furth- 
ermore. the Iranian regime seeks 
regional expansion at the expense 
of its Arab neighbours and is try- 
ing to export its revolution abroad 
and make it a ‘model’ for the rest 
of the Islamic countries to follow 
suit. The Iranian regime is using 
this as a pretext to interfere in the 
internal affairs of all the Gulf 
states." 

Mr. Hamadi said the issue of 
Shan Al Arab had not yet been 
decided. "Shatt A! Arab belongs 
to Iraq and it must remain so. The 
Algiers agreement on Shatt Al 
Arab took place under special cir- 
cumstances which are no longer 
valid. Consequently, it is no longer 
possible to bargain over Iraq's 
ownership of the whole of Shatt AI 
Arab. 

"The Iranian regime is the same 
as the Shah's regime in essence, 
though different in form. We do 
not expect the outbreak of war- 
with Iran. Nevertheless, we can- 
not rule out the possibility that 


relations with Iran might reach a 
more dangerous phase. Generally 
speaking, it is difficult to predict 
future developments involving 
Iranian-lraqi relations.” 

Asked about the Iraqi position 
regarding dangers posed to the 
Gulf, Mr. Hamadi said: "In deal- 
ing with this question, we take into 
account two facts; that the pro- 
tection of the Gulf is the respon- 
sibility of its littoral states, and 
that we are working to keep the 
area free of the spheres of influ- 
ence of the Soviet Union and the 
United States. But it is regretable 
that Soviet influence has entered 
the area through South Yemen 
and U.S. influence through Oman. 
We are doing our best to make the 
Gulf states capable of adopting a 
serious and genuine non-aligned 
position. i 

“The form of the regime in any 
Arab country does not concern us 
because this is an internal matter 
which we cannot allow ourselves 
to interfere in. Furthermore, the 
establishment of normal relations 


between any Gulf states and any 
big or small power is noT our bus- 
iness. provided that these rela- 


tions are equitable and not a pre- 
lude to imposing foreign domi- 
nation." Mr. Hamadi said.

Mr. Shak'a was returning home 
after five weeks of treatment in 
the Kin" Hussein Medical Centre 
in Amman. 

Frenzied crowds showered him 
with flowers and chanted. "Bas- 
sant. Bassam. we will die for you. 
Bassain. Bassam. with blood and 
fire we will tree our homeland." 

Mr. Shak'a declared that he 
would resume leadership of the 
Wesi Bankers against Israel's 
1 3-year-old military occupation. 
-Our holy national unity is 
stronger than all their systems ot 
oppression."’ he said. “They tried 
to kill me and arrest me but «»ur 
living will must emerge victorious. 

I have come home to build and 
lead my people." 

Mr. Shak'a lost his legs in one of 
three homh attacks on the same 
day in which Ramall.ih Mayor 
Karim Khaki! also lost a tog. The 
attacks were widely blamed on 
Jewish extremists. 

The Israeli military authorities 
closed Nablus to outsiders today 
and only reporters were allowed 
in. Other West Bank mayors were 
banned front taking part in the 
celebrations. 

Mr. Shak’a is regarded by the 
West Bank \rabs as their most 
charismatic leader, the Isincfi 
authorities tried to deport him last 
November but alter a protracted 
legal battle were forced to back 
down. 

He i« Id reporters today he 
would be back behind his desk on 
Sundav morning. “I feel very good 
and 1 am very very happy to return 
to my city, to my family and to my 
homeland." 

Israeli soldiers were in evidence 
on the streets ol Nablus. They 
tried to restrain the crowd from 
blocking the path of Mr. Shak'a' s 
ambulance but were forced back 
by the pressure ol the huge num- 
bers.

tinian revolution." 

Mr. Shak'a. dressed in a brown 
sifk robe over a green hospital 
iH>ivn, emerged from a car at the 
centre of the bridge and was 
helped into a wheelchair that was 
rolled across to the Israeli-held 
side where he was helped into a 
cream-coloured ambulance from 
the West Bank town of Al BireK 
His wife, Inayu, waved the “V” 
for victory sign to the crowd, 
limited in size by tense Israeli 
troops. Israeli army jeeps escorted 
the minibus ambulance, the Jor- 
danian Red Crescent painted on 
its side. 

Three Palestinian leaders 
expelled by Israel in early May 
accompanied Mr. Shak a to the 
bridge. But the three, Hebron 
Mayor Fahd Al Qawasmi. 
Hafhoul Mayor Mohammad 
Milhem and 'Hebron religious 
judge Rajab’ Al Tamimt. made no 
attempt to cross the bridge with 
him. 

Mr. Shak'a said he will stay in 
Nablus for a month before travel- 
ling to Britain to receive more 
treatment and He fitted with arti- 
ficial limbs. He turned down an 
American offer to be treated there 
on political grounds.

The political vacuum created by the sad and sudden death of the 
late Prime Minister Sharif Abdul Hamid Sharaf will evidently reflect 
itself wthon various walks of life in Jordan for many years to come. 

The calibre and integrity of the laic premier had always been 
thought of as the cornerstone for starting the ambitious programme 
of social reforms on which the Jordanian people pinned their hopes 
as he formed his fust government Iasi December. 

He was a distinguished statesman and probably had one of the 
richest experiences among his Arab counterparts in both national 
and international polities. 

His well-famed sincerity, his capacity lor hard work and his perse- 
verance had also been focal points in Junking at him admiringly, and 
in entrusting him with the great responsibility he had been shoul- 
dering for His Majesty the King and for his people. 

Only few. however, could imagine the enormity of the task he 
would inevitably have to burden himself with, and whose implemen- 
tation impeccably got underway the moment he look office. Most 
probably he had a clear idea of where the starting point would be and 
a clear vision of where his programme of social reforms would lead. 

The tremendous obstacles to carrying out such an ambitious prog- 
ramme were undoubtedly showing on each side of the road he was 
taking, but he expected that right from the beginning and nothing was 
going" to stop the march... for King, government and country wanted 
it and had already embarked on the road to sec it through. 

Sadly enough, measurable results were not to be noticed immedi- 
ately. and he must have agonised over the extraneous factors and 
circumstances hindering the programme's flow process and affecting 
the morale and determination of its principal components. 

What is even sadder in this respect wa» the sluggishness, almost 
immobility, which characterised the forces he counted on to gel the 
message across loud and clear to the country and thus assure its 
quintessential understanding and full support. 

Resardless of what the man could or could not achieve in six 
months, he died fighting for his King and country on all fronts, 
bravely and stoutly, arufhis departure will be deeply felt by every 
citizen fighting for his country on any front. _ 

What the man stood for will never, never die. and the spirit with 
which he hoisted the flag will forever remain high.

Such incidents have bred a cli- 
mate of suspicion that the recent 
Israeli get-tough policy in the 
occupied territories had done little 
to allay. 

Like man> other West Bank 
residents, rhe farmers here are 
convinced that the radical Jewish 
settlers enjuv greater influence 
with the occupation authorities 
since the May 25 resignation of 
then-defncce minister Ezer 
Wcizman. The defence ministry is 
in charge of rhe occupied ter- 
ritories. 

"We hear that the settlers 
nearby were frightened ahoul 
staying" after the May 2 attack on 
the settlement in Hebcpn in which 
six Jewish sctlleis were killed. Mr. 
Masri said. "Maybe the settlers 
brought the army in to move the 
lodgings without consulting head- 
quarters." 

Even without their fears of the 
Gush Emunim' extremist settlers, 
the farmers fed they have ample 
reasons to be suspicious of Israeli 

motives. 

Three Arab villages in the Far a 
Valiev — Ajajcreh, Satcrich and 
Makhrouk — were razed in the 
summer of 1967 by the Israelis, 
displacing 4U.UOO Palestinians. 

The Israelis set up their own 
agricultural settlements and a 
large army camp nearby. 

Last fall, occupation officials 
invoked "security reasons" — a 
catchall explanation Palestinians 
say the Israelis often cite to justify 
their actions — to lurce all tenant 
farmers to remove makeshift lodg- 
ings from west of the Jordan Val- 
ley's main north-south road run- 
ning from Ber Shean to Jericho. 

Then at the end of May. and 
without any warning, according to 
Mr. Masri, occupation authorities 
arrived in trucks, damaged or des- 
troyed about 50 lodgings and 
ordered others removed further 
west to an urea between the 
north-south road and another 
road leading northwest to Nablus. 

At stake are 4.250 acres of 
some of the most fertile land in the 
Middie East, capable of producing 
two crops of vegetables and a third 
of alfalfa or corn, Mr. Masri said. 

The Israelis already have taken 
over 50 percent of all Jordan Val- 
ley farm land or 70 per cent if the 
'land around Jericho is excluded, 
according to farm specialists. 

"It’s a natural hothouse and the 
springwater feeding the land is 
without a trace of salinity," Mr. 
Masri said. He estimated that the 
net return for both landowners 
and tenant farmers amounted to 
$1 7,000 for the average 1 2.5-acre 
plot. "Every’ Israeli who comes 


here si\> the land here is gulden" 
he added. 

Unlike farm l.ind taken over hv 
the Israelis since !9(>7 in the 
occupied leiritnries, the F'ara Val- 
ley land is held by its Palestinian 
owners in clear title deeds. \s a 
result, they leal that the Israelis 
are trying other schemes to gel 
them io leave the land. 

The farmers s»y their tears were 
reinforced last year when lire 
occupation authorities turned 
down .in American -hacked study 
lor modernising the irrigation pipe 
system. The S3 million project, 
hacked by the American Near 
East Refugee \eeney. would have 
.idded 2.00(1 acres of irrigated 
land and provided work for 3,000 
Palestinians. 

\ tenant farmer who declined 
to give his name wiped the sweat 
horn his brow, adjusted his head- 
dress and said: 

"It the Israelis take the land 
away. I will put my whole family- 
on the paved load and let ihe 
Israelis run us over." 

Grabbing his six -year-old son 
by the hair to underline his deter- 
mination. the 55-year-old farmer 
recounted how the Israelis had 
kicked him out of his native village 
near Hebron in 194H and then 
ra/ed the nearby village of Aja- 
jereli in |Uf»7. But he had 
remained when others hud fled. 
“If they fake the land," he said, 
"there's no longer any reason to 
go on living."

Cabinet approves loans, 
development agreement 

AMM AN, July 9 (JT) -- The cabinet today approved an agreement 
with the Luvemhourg-huxed European Investment Bank granting 
Jordan a loan totalling four million European units of account 
(nearly $4 million). The money will be used to finance projects by the 
Jordan Electricity Authority. 

The cabinet also approved it $2 1 million World Bank loan which 
will help finance a project for the development of urban regions in 
Jordan. This includes improving the standard of 4.U00 housing units 
in the quarters of Jofa, Wadi Al Haddudeh. Al Nadif and Urn Al 
Rimaum in Amman, and the construction of 5 ,0110 housing units in 
Ruseifeh. Marka and Al Qtiweismch around the capital. 

At today's session the cabinet also approved an agreement with t he 
United States Agency for International Development (USAID) 
aimed at the development of health services in Jordan.

Morocco looks to tourism for the year 2000 


RABAT, July 9 (rNPA )--Morocco has drawn up a five-year plan 
for tourism but is now looking at holiday trade possibilities for the 
year 2000. The national tourism committee believes that the 
. country could receive up to 20 million tourists annually by the end 
of the century. To do this, however, Morocco would have to 
incre ase the number of beds available by about 1 0,000 a year and 
to train the necessary hotel staff, up to 5,000 annually. 

Minister of state for tourism Mir. Moulay Ahmad Alaoui said 
the general attitude to tourism would have to be improved. Moc- 
roccans would have to stop looking at the tourist as someone 
simply to make money out of. The tourism sector also had to be 
•' liberalised" to offer the best possible welcome. 

He said that if Morocco's objectives were realised, the country's 
foreign exchange earnings could increase. 


He also said much more effort should be spent on increasing 
the recovery factor «f fields to make them more productive. 
OPEC countries could not continue to produce at the present rate 
with new discoveries of oil and gas Gelds lagging behind the 
cosumption rate. 

Dr. Oteiba said there are also some doubts about whether 
Western nations would succeed fully in their energy conservation 
measures. He said oil resources must be left for future generations 
and OPEC countries should therefore only sell what oil is 
required by the market and not oversupply it. 

He noted that while higher oil prices were making marginal 
oO fields more financially attractive, producers, were reluctant to 
convert oil or gas into cash in view of the decline of the dollar and 
the freezing of Iranian assets in the U.S. by the Carter administ- 
ration. 


Brazil’s inflation rate reaches 99.2% 


S. Arabia revalues riyal against dollar 


BAHRAIN, July 9 (R)— Saudi Arabia, the world’s largest oil 
exporting country, has revalued its riyaJ against the U.S. dollar, 
the Saudi Arabian Monetary Agency said yesterday. The agency, 
the country's central bank, adjusted the riyal to 3.32 to one dollar 
from 3.33 set on March '23. 

Bankers said the move followed weakness of the dollar on the 
foreign exchange market. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, July 9 (R)— Inflation in Brazil reached 99.2 
percent in the 1 2 months to the end of June, up from 94. 7 percent 
in the year to the end of May, figures from the Getulio Vargas 
Foundation show. 

The foundation is an independent institute responsible for 
monitoring the Brazilian ecooomy. 


FRANKFURT, July 9 (R) — Iran 
has taken over West German 
pharmaceutical companies* 
operating in the country, blocking 
access to their bank accounts and 
storehouses, the German phar- 
maceutical industry federation 
said tod3y. Well informed indus- 
try sources said five West Goman 
companies and one Swiss were 
involved. 

A federation spokesman said it 
was not clear whether the firms 
had been nationalised or con- 
fiscated. There had been no prior 
consultation, and the action con- 
travened a 1965 treaty providing 
for the mutual protection of cap- 
ital funds held by Iran and Ger- 
many. 

The German directorate of the 
pharmaceutical firms had been 
replaced by Iranian nationals and 


in some cases German personnel 
had been forbidden to enter then 
■company premises. 

, A spokesman for Hoechst said 
■ the Iranian Revolutionary Coun- 
cil last month threatened national- 
isation of any foreign -owned 
companies where production was 
foiling.

UAE doubts success of energy saving moves 


TOKYO, July 9 (R)— The world faces a real shortage of oil and 
gas supplies by 1 9S2. and the situation will be even worse by 1985, 
the United Arab Emirates' minister of petroleum and mineral 
resources, said here yesterday. 

The Minister, Dr. Mana Said Al Oteiba, said in a lecture the 
current glut in world oil supplies was temporary and would last 
only until the middle of winter this year. He said oil glut was the 
result of a rush last year by consumers to stockpile reserves, 
which, he said, now stood at between 90 and 120 days. 

Dr. Oteiba noted that the Iranian shortfall in production was 
a factor in tight supplies last year and that oil production by Iran is 
now below one million barrels a day. 

He called on Western countries to join with Middle East 
producers to help stabilise the Middle East and to ensure more 
stable oil supplies. 


TOKYO, July 9 (R) — ‘ The Kuwaiti ministry of communications 
has awarded a 3.9 million Kuwaiti dinar ($15 million I contract to 
build a ground station for international satellite tele- 
communication network to Nippon Electric Company (NEC) of 
japan, the Japanese firm said yesterday. 

The contract also includes repair work for the earth station 
NEC completed in Kuwait in 1969, it said. 

The newly-ordered station will be completed by June, 1981, 
NEC said. The contract value will be paid in cash in the Kuwaiti 
currency, it said.

Now declarer had to get 
back to dummy to draw the 
last trump and take the club 
finesse, but the only possible 
entry was via a diamond ruff. 
Unfortunately, East was able 
to ruff the second diamond 
for down one. 

Note that declarer could 
have made his contract by 
taking the club finesse early. 
However, we can’t fault him 
for not adopting that fine —in 
some variations^the diamond 
suit might provide a discard, 
which obviates the need for 
the club finesse. No, de- 
clarer's error was slightly 
more subtle than that. 

Declarer should provide 
early in the play for a means 
to get back to the table. 
After cashing the ace-king of 
spades, and before leading a 
third round of the suit, 
declarer should cash the ace- 
king of diamonds. Now, after 
ruffing the fourth spade, her 
will be able to enter dummy 
by ruffing a diamond high. 
Since the queen of diamonds 
falls on this trick, the club 
finesse now becomes un- 
necessary.

Draws for three European soccer cups 
encourage major competitors 

ZU RICH, July 9 (R) —The fates smiled on all the big names when 
the draws for the three European soccer cup competitions were 
made here today. 

England's Nottingham Forest, seeking their third successive 
win in the premier trophy, the European Cup, start their cam- 
paign in Bulgaria against Cska Sofia on September 17 and should 
clinch their place in the next round in the second leg in Not- 
tingham two weeks later. 

Arch rival Liverpool, the English champions and winners in 
1977 and 1978 should also experience little difficulty in disposing 
of Finnish champions Palloseura Oulo. 

Real Madrid, who lost their chance of a seventh success in this 
competition when they were beaten by West Germany's Ham- 
burg in last season's semi finals, will also have few sleepless nights 
before facing lowly Limerick of Eire. 

Three other former winners should also reach the second round 
with differing degrees of difficulty. 

West Germany's Bayern Munich will not relish their first leg 
journey to Greece for their meeting with Oiympiakos. The big 
danger to Bayern will be international striker Elios “Mike” 
Galakos, who made his name playing for Fortuna Dusseldorf in 
West Germany. 

Galakos was transferred home in 1973 but injuries and a spell 
in the army restricted his appearances to reserve football. In 1976 
he made his first team return and celebrated by scoring three goals 
in rhe Greek Cup semi-final. 

Dutch champions Ajax can also expect a hot reception in 
Albania against the little known Dinamo Tirana. Ajax's hopes of 
adding to their 1 971-72-73 cup wins will noL be helped by the loss 
of the inspirational Ruud Krol who is joining Vancouver 
Whitccaps in the North American soccer league. 

Italy's Inter Milan should have an easier start in their bid to 
repeat former glories. 

Inter lifted the European Cup in 1964 and 1965 due mainly to 
magical midfielder Sandro Mazzola, now their manager. The 
Milan club start with a home game against Romania's Uni- 
versitatae Craiova. 

The dark horses of the tournament could be Belgian champions 
Bruges, runners-up to Liverpool in 1977, who meet Swiss dub 
Basle. 

Three members of the Bruges side, Walter Meeuws, Rene 
Vandereycken and Jan Ceulemans were in the Belgian side that 


went down 2-i to West Germany in the European championship 
last month and Ceulemans. in parrtcular.oould be the sensabonof 
the tournament. 

In the Cup Winners' Cup holders Valencia of Spain meet 
Monaco who could spring a surprise if striker Alain Couriol hits 
top form. 

European Football Union (UEFA) Cup holders Eintrachl 
Frankfurt of West Germany start their defence with a difficult 
game in the Soviet Union against Shakhter Donetsk. 

ITF changes Davis Cup to two-tier system 

VIENNA, July 9, (R) - The International Tennis Federation 
(ITF) today adopted a proposal to change the Davis Cup into a 
two-tier competition with a 16-nation top group and the rest 
playing in zones. 

The annual general meeting of the ITF here approved the new 
proposal, which was submined by the ITF management com- 
mittee, by 35 votes to 13. 

An ITF spokesman said the meeting also approved China's 
re ad mission into the federation in prindple, and that discussions 
were going on with Taiwan. 

Under the new Davis Cup format the world's top 1 6 tennis 
nations will meet in a knock-out tournament every year, while the 
rest will battle it out in zoned groups for promotion to the premier 
division. 

Four teams — two European, an Asian and an American — will 
be promoted to dw (op group and four relegated each year. 

The ITF hopes it will make the competition more interesting for 
the major tennis powers, giving them more varied competition, 
while giving more incentive to the others. 

The top eight teams will be seeded which should prevent the 
strongest teams meeting each other in the first round, as has 
happened in the past. Other advantages of the new system are that 
it will be played in a single calendar year and will occupy only four 
weeks. 

Austria submitted a compromise proposal based on the world 
soccer cup tournament with the winners of 16 zonal groups going 
through to the finals. This was rejected by the meeting. Australia 
felt the present scheme was satisfactory. 

Selection to the top group for 1981 will be based on per- 
formances in this year’s tournament, meaning that the four semi- 
finalists from the European zones and the Asian and American 
semi-finalists will go in. 

Seeding in the first year will be on merit and in subsequent years 
based on the results in the previous year’s competition.

Thorn pledges new

STRASBOURG, France. July 9 
(R) — Mr. Gaston Thom, pres- 
ident of the European Common 
Market Ministerial Council, has 
pledged renewed efforts to tackle 
the energy crisis and support the 
Third World. 

In the coming decade the nine- 
nation Community should work 
on converting power stations from 
oil to coal and on building new 
nuclear and coal -Bred stations, 
Mr. Thom said. 

He was addressing the Euro- 
pean parliament yesterday, a 
week after taking up‘the office, on 
his plans for the six-month incum- 


bency. 

Mr. Thorn also said the Com- 
munity should seek balance in the 
energy sector through talks with 
oil-producing countries, espe- 
cially for the benefit of Third 
World states on the threshold of 
development. 

Mr Thorn pledged priority to 
relations between the Common 
Market and developing countries.

gue.

STRASBOURG. France, July 9 
(R) - The European Parliament 
today rejected a bid by Socialist 
members to debate France’s 
development of the neutron 
bomb. 

British member Mr. Barry Seal 
put forward a resolution con- 
demning the French action. He 
appealed for a debate saying he 
assumed the weapon would be in 
production before the assembly 
next meets in September. 

French Liberal Mr. Yves Gal- 
land maintained that the issue was 
not within the parliament’s 
authority because the European 
Common Market's founding Tre- 
aty of Rome excludes defence 
matters. 

The assembly voted against the 
leftists' call for a debate and 
referred the resolution to a com- 
mittee. 

President Valery Giscard 
tf Estaing revealed on June 26 
that France had developed the 
necessaiy technology to make the 
neutron bomb.

Mystery disease sweeps through 
Portuguese maternity hospital 


LISBON, July 9 ! R) - A killer 
disease is raging out of control in 
Portugal's biggest maternity hos- 
pital and 25 of about 400 infected 
babies have died, a senior doctor 
said. 

The mystery disease has been 
sweeping through Lisbon's 
Alfredo da Costa Hospital since 
December. And, according to Dr. 
Jose Miguel Ramos de Almeida, 
hospital director of paediatric 
medicine, it has so far defied all 
efForts to wipe it out. 

Babies normally contract the 
disease in the first two weeks of 
life. They suffer acute diarrhoea, 
followed by dehydration, weight 
loss, and shock. But the first 
symptoms are slow to appear and 
many infected babies have already 
left the hospital. Doctors say late 


New discovery 
could help to 


treat diabetes 


WASHINGTON. July 9 (R) - 
Scientists at Washington Uni- 
versity in St. Louis yesterday 
reported a major research 
advance which could eventually 
lead to a new treatment for diab- 
etes. 

A group headed by Dr. Paul 
Lacy described, in a Science 
magazine article, a procedure they 
have developed for transplanting 
islets, clusters of insulin- 
producing pancreas cells, from 
one animal species to another. 

The scientists said they suc- 
cessfully transplanted the cells 
from healthy rats to diabetic mice. 
The operations reversed diabetes 
in all the mice within two to four 
days, and seven out of 10 mice still 
had normal blood glucose levels 
after 116 days, they reported. 

U.S. Secretary of Health and 
Human Services Patricia Harris, 
who helped fund the research, 
termed the result “a significant 
advance both in the fields of 
immunology and organ trans- 
plantation and in the continuing 
search for better methods of treat- 
ing diabetics who are dependent 
on injections of insulin for sur- 
vival.” 

A spokesman for the depart- 
ment stressed that while the 
results reported by Dr. Lacy and 
his associates represent a major 
scientific advance, more research 
is needed before the techniques 
can be applied to treating diabetes 
in humans. 


treatment diminishes their chance 
of survival. 

Medical staff have traced the 
origin of the disease to the hos- 
pital's emergency unit operating 
theatre, where most of the early 
cases were delivered by forceps. 

Infected babies are isolated in 
special wards which are constantly 
swabbed with disinfectant. But 
Dr. Ramos de Almeida said: 
“There is an undisputable risk that 
the disease may spread to other 
• hospitals.” 

Health authorities are unable to 
close down the Alfredo da Costa 
complex to carry out complete 
sterilisation because, they say, 
other hospitals in the capita] 
would break down under the 
resulting overload of patients. 

The Alfredo da Costa handles 
about two- thirds of all births in 
Lisbon and accepts high-risk 
maternity cases from all over Por- 
tugal. 

A public scare has developed 
over the disease. Some mothers 
are refusing to have their babies at 
the hospital and Dr. Ramos de 
Almeida said at least one home 
birth has resulted in a child 
developing permanent brain dam- 
age. 

Laboratory tests have not yet 
revealed whether the disease is 
caused by a virus or bacteria. But 
Dr. Ramos de Almeida says he is 
convinced that severe over- 
crowding at the hospital is at the 
root of the problem. 

“When the hospital was built 60 
years ago it was designed to 
handle 4,000 births a year. Now it 
has to cope with 13,500,” he said. 

Many of the overworked hos- 
pital’s installations are outdared 
and inadequate. Wooden stairs 
and dingy corridors with pealing 
paint provide strong breeding 
ground for germs. 

More than 170 infected babies 
have so far been treated at a Lis- 
bon children's hospital where the 
chief paediatrician, Dr. Fernando 
Sabido, said: 

“We have about 30 admissions 
a month showing signs of the mys- 
tery illness. The 'number isn't 
going up or down.” 

Doctors hope the Alfredo da- 
Costa crisis will force the gov- 
ernment to spend more on Por- 
tugal’s shoe-string health service. 
“We have always pleaded for 
facilities for patients but we still 
have not got what we really need,” 
Mid Dr. Sabido. “All the gov- 
ernment gives us is promises.''

Mr. Hiroshi Ohira. son of the former head of government who 
na> .struck dow n J» a heart attack on June 12. carried the casket 
containing his father's ashes to the altar before the hall rose for a 
minute of silence. 

This m as followed by the recorded mice of Mr. Ohira making a 
policy speech in parliament last year and then speaking in English 
on tlie White House lawn in Washington on May 1. 

While an orchestra played solemn western funeral music, 
Japanese participants and foreign guests moved forward to place 
sprigs of white carnations on the altar and to bow before Mr.

Some among Arizona desert 
survivors may be smugglers 


TUCSON. Arizona. July 9 (Rl -- 
Two of 14 illegal immigrants who 
survived the blistering heat of the 
Arizona desert without water, and 
one of 13 who died, may have 
been border smugglers, according 
to a sheriff s spokesman. 

The spokesman emphasised 
late last night that no charges had 
been made and the investigation 
was still in a preliminary stage. 

Thirteen member* of a party of 
illegal immigrants from El Sal- 
vador. including nine women and 
a 13-year-old boy. died in the 
Arizona desert last weekend after 
being smuggled across the border 
from Mexico. 

Border patrols and police 
rescue teams quoted survivors as 
saying they were robbed by 
smugglers who abandoned them 


in the desert without water in 
temparatures hovering around is 
49 degrees Centigrade. 

The spokesman said most of the 
survivors were still in bad shape 
and not very coherent. “But we 
are pretty certain no attempt was 
made to rob the parry.*’ he said. 

He said sheriffs deputies were 
investigating the possibility the 
smugglers became lost them- 
selves. 

“The smuggling attempt may 
have been botched." the spokes- 
man said. “But there Is a lot more 
investigating to be done before we 
will really know what happened." 

The spokesman said one of the 
survivors who may have been a 
smuggler was Mexican and the 
second was from either Mexico or 
El Salvador.

Dutch collector gets ten-year sentence for war crime 


ROTTERDAM, July 9 (R) — A 
court here today sentenced 81- 
year-old art collector Pieter Men- 
ton to 10 years in jail and fined 
him 100.000 guilders (about 
$50,000). for the wartime murder 
of Polish Jews, 

The verdict climaxed the 
Netherlands' most remarkable 
war crimes trial, which centred on 
the killing in German-occupied 
eastern Galicia in July 1941 of 20 
to 30 inhabitants of the village of 
Podhorodce. 

The prosecution had demanded 
a 20-year sentence for Mr. Men- 
ton. described by his own lawyer 
as the Netherlands' public enemy 
number one.

TOKYO . July 9 — Japanese whalers , fight- 
ing stubbornly to keep their 1 ,000-year-old 
industry alive , will go to this year's Inter- 
national Whaling Commission (IWC) meet- 
ing more pessimistic than ever before. 


Several past or present resi- 
dents of Podhorodce -- now pan 
of the Soviet Union — identified 
Mr. Menten during the trial here 
of having directed the massacre, 
after which the victims were 
buried in a common grave. 

But Mr. Menten insists he was 
not in Podhorodce at the lime and 
has blamed his younger brother 
Dirk for the offence. In a dramatic 
courtroom confrontation with 
Dirk, 7Jt. in May, he said his pro- 
secution was the result of mis- 
taken identity. 

He also accused the Soviet sec- 
ret police of orchestrating the 
charge to foment unrest in Dutch 
society, and said the massacre was 
carried out by Ukrainians against 
villagers who had betrayed them. 

Defence lawyer Eduard de 
Liagre Boehl said. Mr. Menten 
was a victim of rumours, which 
had sprung up because of his 


After seeing the industry 
decline in the past decade, the 
whalers are in no mood for com- 
promise and may press the gov- 
ernment to quit the IWC. 

“We are more pessimistic than 
ever before." Mr. Takehiko 
Takayamu. secretary of the Japan 
Whaling Association (JWA). 
commented on this month's IWC 
meeting in the resort town of 
Brighton on England's south 
coast. 

Mr. Takayama said the meet- 
ing. which will run from July 
21-26. was expected to be loaded 
with anti-whaling proposals, from 
expansion of the Indian Ocean 
sanctuary to calls for an indefinite 
moratorium on all whaling. 

Because any IWC decision 
requires the consent of two-thirds 
of i(s 23 member countries, (he 
most radical proposals arc not 
expected to be passed. 

“Proposals of this kind arc 
submitted symbolically to set a 
trend towards the total abolition 
of whaling.” Mr. Takayama told 
reporters. 

Whaling in Japan has provided 
an important source of protein for 
inhabitants of the archipelago, 
who until about a century ago did 
not eat land-based mammals for 
religious reasons. But the industry 


has been reduced to a mere trace 
of what it used to be following 
pressure from international anti- 
whaling and conservationist 
movements. 

Conservationists claim that the 
slaughter of highly- intelligent 
mammals such as whales is a sav- 
age ael which should be stopped 
immediately. They also claim that 
continued whaling operations 
threaten the extinction of whales 
as a species. 

Japanese whalers argue that 
their operations are limited to 
utilising available “living natural 
resources" while not endangering 
any species. 

Mr. Takayama said that the 
people must concerned with 

whales becoming extinct were 
whalers themselves, noi con- 
servation isls. because dis- 
appearance of the mammals 
meant immediate job losses. In an 
effort to maintain their whaling 
tradition and keep the Japanese 
industry alive, the whalers were 
prepared, if necessary, to press the 
Japanese sovemment to quit the 
IWC, he said. 

The IWC. established in 1948 
to conserve whale stocks, has only 
1 0 member-countries actively 
engaged in whaling, including 
Japan, the Soviet Union and 


South Korea, which joined two 
years ago. 

Last year, Japan and the Soviet 
Ltoion. accounting for about 
three-quarters of the world’s catch 
quotas, were dealt a severe blow at 
the annual IWC meeting in Lon- 
don. Despite strong opposition 
from the two countries, the IWC 
decided to ban factory ship whal- 
ing. except lor small Minke 
whales, in addition to establishing 
a whale sanctuary in the Indian 
Ocean. 

The factory ship ban. described 
by Japanese whalers as “a sus- 
pended ultimatum of our dooms- 
day." hit the Soviet Union par- 
ticularly hard because it needed 
sperm whales to manufacture 
some cosmetics, soaps and lubr- 
icants for delicate machinery. 

Before the ban. the Soviet 
Union was permitted to catch 
6,250 sperm whales annually in 
the Antarctic and the Pacific. 
However. Japanese coastal and 
land-based whalers, which were 

not subjected to the ban, were 
given an annual kill quota of 1,550 
sperm whales in the north Pacific 
as well as 460 Brytlc’s whales and 
400 Minkes. 

But at least one ray of hope has 
emerged for this country's whal- 
ers. An international survey 
commissioned by the IWC last 
year said Minke whale stocks in 
the Antarctic were much larger 
than originally believed. The find- 
ing was accepted by the IWC. 
which increased the Minke catch 
quota from 6.221 to 8,102 per 
season. 

Japan's share of the new quota 
wns 3,279. up from 556, which 
helped offset the loss of the 200 
sperm whales it caught in the 


Antarctic last season. 

Another survey conducted this 
season has emerged with a similar 
result, which will be studied in 
Brighton before next season's 
quotas are set. 

For Japanese whalers, who are 
under mounting pressure, another 
problem has come to light which 
could cause severe repercussions 
at the Brighton meeting. Earlier 
this year, it became known that a 
large stock of Bryde’s whale meal 
had been traded on the Japanese 
market, immediately leading to 
suspicions that it had come from 
Taiwan, which is not a member of 
the IWC. 

Mr. Takayama said that to 
evade a ban by the IWC as well as 
Japan on imports of whale pro- 
ducts from non-IWC countries, 
whale meat caught by Taiwan 
apparently was sent first ro South 
Korea where it was packed and 
sent to Japan. 

The suspicion was backed by 
the fact that Bryde's whales were 
traditionally not caught by 
Koreans and meat marketed in 
Japan since late last year had been 
frozen, while South Korea nor- 
mally exported unfrozen meat to 
Japan. Mr. Takayama said. 
Between July, when the ban was 

imposed, and January. Japan 
imported 870 tonnes of whale 
meat from South Korea, of which 
b95 tonnes were frozen, according 
to official figures. 

At about the time of Iasi year's 
IWC meeting, conservationists 
alleged that the Sierra, a whaling 
ship operating under various 
national flags, had killed more 
than 500 whales annually for 
Japan.
